Before-t visited this school in December, last, 
she had antagonised Miss Fawley, the assistant teacher. 
The Methodist Missionary informed me that he would have 
mnothing to do With her, When Mtrss Fawley left the school 
Mrs. English replaced her, but she Was unable to get along 
with Miso Ahner and left. Miss McBain, although not fully 
recovered, stepped into the breach, and is still in charge 
of the school, but she declined to occupy her former quarters 
there, as she said it would be impossible to get along 
with Miss Ahner, she is living at longeford Mills and 
Walks back am forth from the school. 


Miss Ahner has declined to have anything to do 
with Mr. Myers, our Agent, and he forwarded a letter he 
received from her, Which reads as follows,- *Would you be 
good enough not come into my class-room.

Mr, Agent Myers encloses a resolution from the 
Indian Council of the Rama Band protesting against the 
Rev. George Carpenter, Missionary on the reserve, preaching 
from his pulpit on gunday nights on the establishment of 
a school board and his references to the teachers, The 
Indians claim that his action Will make it next to in- 
possible to obtain suitable teachers for this school, 


As I stated in my memorandum of the 2nd or 
Jamiary, last, Mr. Carpenter told me in the presence of 
Mr, Agent Myers that he did not think a school board 
necessary on this reserve, He also told me that he 
had no personal knoWledge of anything going on in the 
school, as he never visited it, 


Ohief York ami Councillor Williams wrote to 
the Agent stating that Mr. Carpenter Wished them to 
write to the Department to protest against the appoint— 
ment of Miss Ahner, Which they declined to do, as they 
Were not Willing to interfere with any appointments made 
by the Department. 


Mr, Carpenter is the correspondent for*"The 
Orillia Packet" and has been in the habit of furnishing 
that paper With reports unfavourable to the management 
or the school, andhis preaching on the subject of the 
schools has been so offensive that the Indians have 
taken it up. 


It Would appear to be in the interests of all 
concerned that a successor to Mr, Carpenter be appointed, 
as since he has taken charge of this mission there has 
been constant trouble with the teachers and Indians in 
regard to school matters.

It 
is considered that all instruction, other than religious 
training, can be imparted by the teachers, an! the missionary 
should not interfere with the reyular programme of studies 
during clase hours.

The salary of Mrs. Corman will be allowed, but it 
should be shown on her quarterly return the period the school 
is closed, ani the reason therefor,

Reverend sir: 


I have to acknowledge your communication of the 24rd 
instant, referring to the activities in connection with the 
Rama Indian Day School and your disappointment in the 
departmental ruling, ae explained to you by Mr. Agent Myere. 


I have noted carefully the nature of the work that 
you and Mire, Makenzie have been doing, and I am convinced 
that it would be in the interests of our Indian work if you 
were allowed to carry on with this activity. The danger in 
a missionary entering an Indian day school for the purpose 
of giving inetruction during school hours is that the teacher 
and agent will feel that interference in the work is the 
result. One of your predecessors, a missionary at the Kama 
reserve, caused the Department of Indian Affairs no end of 
trouble, by tactleses officiousness and continual "butting-in". 


I have to inform you that the School Act for Ontario 
cannot give you the privilege of entering an Indian school 
for the purpose of religious, or any other ,instruction 
because the Indian day schools are managed by the Dominion 
Government at Ottawa, 


The Secretary of the Department js writing to Mr. 
Agent kyere, rescinding the order cntadl out letter of 
November 2let. since that communication, the Department has 
undergone a change of mind, following a careful perusal of 
your letter, and 2fter ascertaining that the vast ma jority 
of the Indian band at Kuma are adherents of the Methodiet 
Church, to which organization you belong. 


I trust that you and your wife will carry on the work 
that you have begun and will take epecial care to see that 
no friction with Department employees takes place. 


Concerning your secoud letter, referring to the skin 
disease on the Kama reserve, I have to inform you that the 
Department has taken action, and, if results are not 
speedily obtained, they will again insist on careful treat- 
ment.

It is 
true that the Department is particularly interested in house- 
hold science, but I am not prepared to authorize the supplying 
of a sewing machine at the present time. Later, after the 
work is well under way, if this equipment appears to be 
urgently needed, you may again bring the matter to the attention 
of the Department. 


There is no change of policy in connection with whet 
should be supplied to the teachers at this school, but I wish 
to make Mre. Stickle feel as comfortable as possible. In my 
offer to her, I stated that the necessary furniture and equip- 
ment, with the exception of linens, etc., was provided. I 
mentioned that fuel was supplied by the Department and a 
janitor employed. I consider that the teachers should continue 
to pay the electric light charges and supply the smallware, etc. 
necessary. 


With reference to the time table and course of 
studies to be followed, you may inform Mrs. Stickle that the 
Department wishes her to be guided by the curriculum prescribed 
by the Ontario Department of Baucation. She should give the 
practical work particular emphasis and should endeavour to 
correlate classroom erercises with the activities of the 
children's homes and environment. You might refer Mre. Stickle 
to the advice and instructions printed on the covers of the 
Classroom register.

Extract from Inspector T.R. Ferguson's report 
on the Rama Indian Day School visited on March 
26, 1941: 


There are five pupils in Grade VIII. Three of 
these refused to read when requested to do so 
by Miss Graham. Two of these pupils may make 
fair entrance candidates. The pupils in the 
other classes read. Two of the entrance pupils 
knew their memory work, a third was fair. The 
work in such subjects as writing and art was 
good. 


I consider that at the end of June it would be 
wise for Miss Graham to try to get a position 

as teacher in a public school with white or 
Canadian children. She evidently is not 
successful with Indian children. If the teacher 
in the junior grade wishes to take the senior 
grade I advise giving her the opportunity to try 
this work and engage another teacher for the 
junior room.

There are one or two things that it may not be 
out of place to brine to your attention at this time,in 
regard to the school.I have had reason to believe,in the 
past,that the R.C.M.P. had had some intimation from the 
Department to be very slow about teking action against 
Indian parents for neglecting to send their children re- 
gularly to school.Right now, the Indian is sitting on top 
of the world and is more hard boiled than before.The 
teacher finds it hard to get the Indian children to cover 
the work and when the attendance is poor it is that much 
more discouraging.In my opinion an example might be made 
of some,with benefit. 


The second,is the appointing of a teacher to take 
the senior room and who is therefor regarded as the senior 
teacher in the school,who is junior in experience and who 
holds a lower certificate than the junior room teacher. 
This was done last year and does not tend to make thines 
run smoother between the teachers.

It has just been drawn to my attention that Mrs. Olive I. 
Akiwenzie may have been appointed teacher in Sidney Bay Indian 
School, although I had definitely stated that I felt her academic 
and professional qualifications were not sufficient for this 
appointment. 


Some weeks ago the local agent, Mr. F.W. Tuffnell, wrote 
asking me to recommend a teacher for this school. I have been 
working on the matter ever since, but only a few days ago 
succeeded in making contact with a qualified teacher willing to 
live in the Reserve. On August 23rd Mr. Tuffnell sent me an 
application from Mrs. Akiwenzie, and asking for my recommendation 
in connection with it. My reply in part was as follows: 


"T note that this applicant has had but three years in 
High School and has had no professional training whatsoever. In 
my white schools at the present time I have three teachers who 
hold temporary permits but each has attended Normal School having 
failed on examinations there. I am not prepared yet to recommend 
any person with lesser qualifications than these. In the meantime 
I think it best to wait another week or two. If by September 7th 
no suitable application has come in it might be necessary to 
consider seriously Mrs. Akiwenzie's letter. Today I was in touch 
with two teachers whom I thought might accept the position, and I 
purpose contacting several more this week."

I have to report that the discipline in the 
Rama Indian Day School has deteriorated to a point that 
gome change will have to be made. 


Both teachers made a good start last fall.For same 
weeks it has been apparent that all was not well in the 
senior room and I have given Miss Franklin my utmost 
support in an effort to rectify the situation.When the 
pupils started walking out of the room,I had the R.C.M.P. 
round them up and try and impress them.The police report 
to me that these big girls were so bold that they would 
even talk back to them. I have kept in close touch with 
the situation and on the evening of April 4+th,Mies Mace 
Dougal phoned me asking me to come down before nine in 
the morning.In going into the matter with both teachers 
together I was informed that the situation in so far as 
the senior room was concerned,was completely out of hand, 
that the children would do nothing that they were told, 
were impudent,would go out of school or stay out as it 
suited them and the previous day,when the outside door 
was locked at recess,had smashed a panel out of the door. 


Miss MacDougal stated that Miss Franklin had done 
her best, that the children had rebelled against all 
‘authority and that they were not going to do anything 
that they were not actually compelled to do and so far 
as she was concerned,she was not going to lower her- 
self to the point of fighting with them nor had &Bhe the 
physical strength to do so,pointing out that these girls 
were stronger than either of them.She stated that she 
had liked the workbut under the circumstances that had 

h (ly \v arisen, she would not be back after Easter.We discussed 
V wa various possibilities at considerable length as to what 
y"\ 
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could be done.I instructed the teachers to call school 
and if the situation got out of hand in the senior room 
to dismiss school at noon for the holidays.I had a talk 
with the senior room and tried to put some shame into 
them. 


There is no trouble in the Junior room,other than 
@ reflection of the senior pupils's misconduct and Mise 
MacDougal,in my opinion 1s doing a good job.I encouraged 
her to continte and assured her that the present situat- 
ion could not continue and would not be permitted to con- 
tinue and some change would be made for after the holidays. 
Miss MacDougal agreed to continue with this understanding. 


Miss Franklin realizes that things can not con- 
tinue without a change and thinks that if the following 
pupils were removed that possibly she could continue; 
Harvey Pavis,born Mar.28,1929;Joyce Martell,born Dec.4 
1930;Shirley York,born June 27,1930 and Geraldine Snache 
born July 6,193I.I think it most unlikely that she could do 
so.I think that there is little to choose between these 
named and several others and that once control is lost 
it can seldom be regained.It will be noted that none of 
these girls are as yet fourteen and one is not thirteen. 

If tiese children are allowed to stay out of school, it 

will be only what they want to do and will,as well, Xyuxa 
have a bad effect.If they are sent to a residential school, 
I imagine,compulsion would be required.These are big husky g¢ 
girls,as big or bigger than the teacher. 


Since Miss Swerdferger's time we have only had one 
teacher,Mrs.Mary MacKinnon,who could handle this room and 
I think it would be indeed a very exceptional woman who 
could now handle the job.It requires a man. 


I trust that I shall be advised in the matter be- 
fore the end of the holidays otherwise I purpose not open- 
ing the senior room until some solution is worked out.

Memorandum: 


As requested by telephone on April 10, I 
instructed Agent Featherston to come to Toronto on 
April 11. At that time Mr. Doucet and myself discussed 
very fully with him the situation that has arisen at 
the Rama School, due to the fact that Miss Franklin is 
apparently unable to control the pupils. It was quite 
evident from the report given to us by Mr. Featherston 
that it would be a waste of time for all parties 
concerned to allow Miss Franklin to return to this 
school. Two alternatives were surgeested: 


1. Close the senior room for the balance of the 
current academic year. This would result in 
four or five pupils who are taking their entrance 
work losing their year and agent Featherston was 
instructed to speak to Miss McDougal about the 
matter with a view to ascertaining if she would 
be prepared to teach these entrance pupils at 
least in addition to her regular class. 


Transfer Miss Daly from the Caughnawaga U.C. 
School to the Rama School until the end of June. 
At the present time the attendance at the 
Caughnawaga School has decreased considerably 
and Mr. Doucet feels that one teacher could 
handle the school for the balance of the 

current academic year. On file 5-5-1 there is

Paints for Interior of Dwellings and Buildings 


Extract from article read before the fortsffth annual 
convention of the American Institute of Architects, held 
shington, December, 1911. Presented by Henry 
Assistant Director of the Institute of J 
dustrial Research. 


The proper decoration of the interior of dwellings and 
public buildings has become of even gr 
than the protection and decoration of exteriors. There 
is, moreover, an increased demand for harmonious effects 
and the production of more sanitary conditions than have 
prevailed in the past. Up untila few years ago, a great 
variety of wall papers of more or less pleasing appearance 
were almost exclusively used for the decoration of walls in 
the interior of buildings, and their application was common. 
ly considered the most effective means of wall decoration, 
here seems to be no question, however, that the use of wall 
paper is steadily decreasing, and that the art of interior 
decoration is undergoing « transition to the almost univer- 
fal use of paint, 

Modern process demands the maintenance of sanitary 
conditions for the benefit of the public welfare, and there is 
no doubt that from the standpoint of sanitation and hy- 
giene, Properly painted wall aurfaces are far superior to 
Papered walls. There is an abundance of evidence wh 
shows that dust germs may easily be harbored, and thus dis- 
ease transmitted from wall paper. In the tenement houses 
which are common to larger cities, and to a lesser extent in 
the dwellings found in the smaller communities, where ten- 
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ants are more or less transient, the continued maintenance 
of sanitary conditions presents a difficult problem, Infec- 
tious and epidemic illnesses generally leave behind bacilli 
of differet Yypes, which may find a culture medium in the 
fibrous anwAiorous surfaces presented by wall paper, backed 
invariably must be by starch, casein and other 
anic pastes. Occasionally the restriction of local boards 
of health provide in such events for proper fumigation, bi 
too often no precautions are taken to destroy the disease 
erms which are caught in the dust which collects on wall 
Paper. Asa rule, both tenant and landlord are obvious to 
all conditions which cannot be readily seen or detected, 
Burning sulphur, one of the most effective means of fum. 
igation, will generally cause bleaching and consequent 
fading of the delicate colors used in printing the designs 
upon wall paper. Washing of the paper with antiseptic 
solutions will destroy its adhesiveness to the plaster and 
often cause bulging and 1 destruction, 

Hospital Practice.—In hospitals, where it is necess ry 
to maintain sanitary conditions, the walls are invariably 
Painted, and requirements should demand the use of paints 
which can be washed freqnently, so that there will be no 
possibility of uncleantiness, Inquiry made of a prominent 
Surgeon® connected with one of the large metropolitan hos- 
pitals substantiated the writer's findings regarding the 
Greater sanitary value of wall paints, and brought forth the 
information that in hospitals under construction provision 
had been made for the finishing of the walls so that a hard, 
non-absorbent and washable surface might be obtained, 
The same authority stated that the common practice, in 
apartments and tenements, of covering the old wall paper 
over, with a layer of new, each time a tenant moved in, 
should be condemned, and that from a hygienic standpo 
the use of sanitary wall paints should be advocated in all

ed of non-poisonous pigments ground in paint vehic! 
having valuable water-proofing and binding properties, and 
of a nature to produce the flat or semi-flat finish that has 

come So popular, Such paints produce a sanitary, water- 
proof surface, which permits of frequent washing, By their 
use it is possible to secure a more permanent and wider 
range of tints th. obtained with wall paper, as 
they are produced in a myriad of shades, tints and solid 
colors, from which any desired combination can be selected. 
On the border or on the body of walls decorated with such 
paints, attractive stencil designs, which bring out in relief 
the color combinations, may be applied.

T was instructed to take over from the contractor 
J. J, Link & Son, I beg to report as follows, 

A meeting of the contractor and his creditors 
waa held on Thursday evenimg, 22d inst. Those present 
were Mr. Link, contractor, ani Vessars Gardner, Glenister 
and Pomeroy, creditors. 

The account of S. Pomeroy for building material 
lumber etc. was accepted by Mr. Link at $318.61. 

An account of gardiner's for extra work amounting to 
“4.28 was alao accepted. The accounts of Gardiner and 
Glenister for brickwork 2nd of Gardiner for plastering 
were next taken up and considerable difficulty waa 
met with in arranging 2 settlement. 

the creditors had tendered on 
the work at the rate 6.50 M brick but had been 
under the impression that there would be 30,000 brick 
to lay. The kiln count of brick supplied to J. J. Link 
was 23,200 of which 935 brick were returned after the 
rork was finished. It was finally agreed that the creditors 
would accept #hke payment for 23,000 brick and that Mr. 
Link would pay at the rate of $7.00 per M. This amounted 
to $161.00 and *5.00 for hauling scaffolding, making in 
all, $166.00 for the brickwork, #100.00 of which had 
already been paid. 

In the account of Geo. Gardiner 66r plastering 
it will be seen by the tender that the price was 1l¢ 


per #q. yd. Mr. Gardiner wanted this changed Fe 
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In view of their written tender and the declded objection 
of the contractor to make any change it waa agreed to 
hold to the price of 1l¢. Mr gardiner had also been 
under the impression that he had done 1000 aq. yds. of 
paastering aad had seked an independant party to go 

to Rama and measure the work. The report of the man 

who measured the work is attached and shows 499 and 2/3 
aq. yds. This amounted to *98.97 and was settled at “99. 

These were the only accounts broushht before 
me and payment was made the following day in accordance 
with the above arrangemaat. I attach reciept in full 
for *1285.00 from J, J, Link and Son. The keys were 
handed to me with the exception of one which was at 
Rama and for which I took an order from Mr. Link. The 
keys which I recieved T handed to Miss “MeBain, our 
teacher at Rama. Missa Mo Bain informed me that school 
would oren on the 24th. 

With regard to the broken ba&&ckbosrd and 
levelling of ground 2round the school T beg to s*y that 
the blackboard has been replaced. So far 28 I could see 
the contractor had levetjlei the ground quite well. As it 
will be neceasary to do considerable grading around the 
school grounds in the spring it s°emei to me that nothing 
further could be ione by the contractor and in any case he 
had levelled all the he was responsible for, i. e. the 
earth thrown out from the excavation. In this connection 
I might say that, from what ft could learn from the teacher 
agent and others of the nature of the soil, it will be 
necessary to put a top on of «ravel and aand in ordert 
to protect the floors. The soil is of a clay formation and 
very sticky.

Comparisons have been carried out between schools well

In all good systems of ventilation the foul air is carried 
away through gratings in or near the floor and thus the 
poisoned gases and disease germs are carried quickly below 
the nose or intake point of the breath. 

As all good systems do this we claim no special advan- 
tage in this regard. 

But foul air won't go out unless other air is brought in to 
replace it. If it did we'd be worse off than ever, for no air is 
worse than foul air. 

Therefore all modern heating systems for schools, etc., 
take in fresh air from the outside, warm it, and draw off the 
foul and exhausted air from the rooms, either by pressure or 
suction. 

Suction produces a vacuum (usually by means of a fan) 
drawing off the lower stratum of air and facilitating the 
entrance of pure, warm air higher up.

Under the pressure or “ plenum” system the fresh warm 
air enters the rooms about midway to the ceiling, thus 
forcing the cold air out at the exhaust ducts near the floor. 

Under a well planned “ gravity” system the warm air 
enters the room at a velocity of 100 to 300 feet per minute ; 
that is with quite sufficient force to squeeze the lower cold air 
“down and out. 

But the most reliable system, especially in large build- 
ings, is to force the warm air into the room by a fan or 
“ blower" driven by electric or gas power ata velocity of from 
200 to 400 feet per minute.

The Inspector further states that the school grounds 
are rough and uneven. It is too late this season to have any 
work dome in levelling the ground, but I should bea pleaged if 
you would keep this matter in mind and early next spring furnish 
@ report as to what you would advise should be done to put the 
groun® in good condition, and also state the probable cost of this 
work .

The Public School Inspector, in a report on his recent 
inspection of the Rama Indian Day School, states that the classrooms 
are in need of redecorating. He also states that the electric 
wiring is in the building but not in the Classrooms, and that the 
wire could be installed in these rooms with very little extra cost. 


I shall be pleased if you will furnish your views as to the 
need of having the interior of the classrooms redecorated, You 
should state the nature of the work you would recommend be done, 
and the approximate cost of the same. Please also report on the 
need of having the electric wiring inatalled in the classrooms.

Dear sir 


While at the Rama Reserve this week, I noticed 
that the school needs painting very badly. The outside 
woed trimmings are deteriorating very rapidly. This scheel 
should have been painted four er five years ago. I asked 
the agent abeut it, and he stated that the Indian Ceuncil 
would net pass any reselution. I beg te recommend that funds 
of the band be used, and the scheel painted. The metal 
capping on the belfry and chimneys should also be painted 
as they are rusting badly. 


The agent alee informed me that he had a letter ef 
instructions from the Department stating that he was te pre- 
pare for a schook garden. In this cennection I wish te peint 
eut that the soil in the school yard is not suitable fer a 
garden. We tried eur best te have a garden and make a success 
of it this last number of years, but the ground is very hard 
tough clay. One end of it is very wet and lew, and befere 
anything could be dene a tile drain would have to be put in. 
I surveyed for this tile drain a number of years ago, but it 
was not put ine Ido not think that the idea of having a 
garden at the school is practical. The school children have 
been having their gardens at home, and the produce has been 
exhibited at the fair. The big problem with the schoel garden 
is that the during the summer holidays, when the children are 
net at school and the teachers are not on the Reserve, the 
garden goes te weeds and not only that but it is a disgrace, 
setting a very poor example for the children. 


I beg to recommend that the children centinue en the 
basis of their home plot, rather than a school gardens

Sir: 


I beg to refer you to official letter of the 10th 
instant, relative to the painting and decorating of the 
Rama Indian Day School. Mr. R. H. Abraham, Agricultural 
Representative of the Department, who recently visited the 
Rama reserve, strongly recommends that this work be carried 
out this summer. He discussed this matter with you and 
states that you informed him the Indian Counoil would not 
provide the funds for the purpose. I have to request that 
you will carry out the instructions contained in the above 
mentioned letter, prepare brief specifications of the 
painting, eto., which you consider should be done and 
obtain quotations from a number of responsible painters 
for performing the work. When these quotations have been 
received, you should forward same to the Department for 
consideration. I may say that the Department will provide 
the amount required for this painting from its Appropriation 
for Indian Education and not from the funds of the Band. 
Please give this matter your prompt attention, as we desire 
to have this building painted during the present summer. 


Mr. Abraham hae drawn attention to the carrying 
on of a school garden in connection with this school. He 
states that the soil in the sohool yard is not suitable 
and that the idea of having a garden there is not practical. 
He further states that the children have gardens at their 
homes. It is considered that no further action need be 
taken by the teachers and rupils in the conducting of a 
garden at the school. You should, however, encourage the 
pupils to conduct garden plots at their homes and exhibit 
samples of the produce grown at the local school fair.
